Sr. Citizens Tax 
Claim Deadline 

More than 44,800 Califor¬ 
nia residents over 6.5 years 
of age have already filed 
1970 claims for a reimburse¬ 
ment of their 1969-70 prop¬ 
erty taxes under California’s 
Senior Citizens Property Tax 
Assistance Law, according to 
Martin Huff, executive offi¬ 
cer of the FVa.nchise Tax 
Board. 

Huff said the claims must 
be filed before October 15, 
to be valid. Under the Se,n- 
ior Citizens Law, lUp to 95 
per cent of the property 
taxes can be reimbursed, de¬ 
pending upon the indivi¬ 
dual’s income. 

To be eligible for senior 
citizens property tax as¬ 
sistance, claimants must be 
over 65 years of age as of 
January 1, 1970; must own 
and occupy their own home; 
must have paid the property 
taxes on the home; and 
must have a total house¬ 
hold income of less than 
$3,350. Qualified individuals 
can obtain forms from any 
office of the Franchise Tax 
Board or by writing to Sen¬ 
ior Citizens Property Tax 
Assistance, P.O. Box 1588, 
Sacramento, Calif. 95807. 

’The deadline for filing 
senior citizens property tax 
assistance claims is October 
15, 1970.

I am getting telephone calls from property owners 
who tell me that the market value of their property has 
gone up very much this year; they have received notices 
from the Assessor listing the raises and are desperate to 
know what, if anything, they can do about it. 

One man told me the market value on his home had 
been raised $3,800. This, on a private home over 25 years 
old upon which no improvements had been made. The 
property has no sewers or sidewalks and is on a dead end 
street. 

This man’s assessed value will be up $950 which 
will cost him more than $100 more than last year. In 
addition he will have to pay the new city, school and 
county raises. 

Last year this man’s property taxes were $989 but 
this year ho wili have to pay $1,263 or $280 more than in 

1969. Almost $1 a day raise. 

It looks like this raise will be tacked on most prop¬ 
erties in Los Angeles County, but even higher raises will 
lx» put on a great deal of property.
